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C54) REEL TYPE GAME MACHINE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make symbols easily visible so as to 
allow a player to easily perform pressing operation to easily stop the 
target symbol in a specified position by composing a reel belt of EL to 
make the whole reel belt itself emit light 

SOLUTION: This reel is constituted by sticking a reel belt to the outer 
periphery of a reel drum. The reel belt is formed in one film shape by 
laminating a transparent film 17, EL 18 and a pair of laminated films 19a, 
19b. Various symbols 20a, 20b, 20c,... are printed on the transparent film 
17. When the EL 18 is driven to emit light, the reel belt itself emits light, 
and the respective symbols 20 (20a, 20b, 20c) described on the 
transparent film 17 are illuminated from behind by the emission of the EL 
1 8 and projected three by three on each aperture of a slot machine.

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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the reel type game machine characterized by constituting said reel band 
considering an electroluminescence as a base material in the reel type game machine 
constituted by having the reel band with which various patterns were drawn. 
[Claim 2] Said reel band is a reel type game machine according to claim 1 
characterized by consisting of a bright film by which said pattern was printed, and said 
electroluminescence which this bright film puts on a transparent electrode. 
[Claim 3] Said pattern is a reel type game machine according to claim 1 characterized 
by being printed by said electroluminescence itself. 

[Claim 4] It is the reel type game machine according to claim 2 characterized by 
having the light source which illuminates said reel band from behind, and extracting 
the part corresponding to said pattern and the hole opening said electroluminescence. 
[Claim 5] Said light source is a game machine according to claim 4 characterized by 
consisting of lamps. 

[Claim 6] Said light source is a reel type game machine according to claim 4 
characterized by consisting of electroluminescences. 

[Claim 7] Said electroluminescence which constitutes said light source is a reel type 
game machine according to claim 6 characterized by being arranged at each pedestal 
of two or more of said patterns which were divided into two or more sheets and drawn 
succeeding said reel band in back, respectively. 

[Claim 8] Said game machine is a reel type game machine given in any 1 term of claim 
1 to claim 7 characterized by being a slot machine or a pinball machine.

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the reel type game machine 
constituted by having the reel band with which various patterns were drawn. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, there is a slot machine as this kind of a 
reel type game machine. As shown in the side elevation of drawing 8 , three reels 1 are 
contained and constituted behind the front panel 7 by the slot machine. Moreover, the 
dividend display panel 8 with which it indicates the medal of how many sheets pays 
out corresponding to each winning-a-prize symbol combination is formed in the upper 
part of a front panel 7. The fluorescent lamp 9 is formed in the interior of the case of 
this dividend display panel 8 in back, and the display of the dividend display panel 8 is 
projected with the lighting of a fluorescent lamp 9. 

[0003] a reel 1 — a part of drawing 9 (a) — as illustrated in a fracture perspective 
view, the reel band 3 is stuck on the periphery of the reel drum 2, and it is constituted. 
This reel band 3 consists of bright films, such as a polycarbonate, and as shown in 
drawing 10 . silk printing of the various patterns (it is described as a symbol below) 10 
is carried out in various colors, and it is drawn on that peripheral face 3a. Moreover, 
silk printing of the rear-face whole surface other than the field on which the symbol 
10 was drawn is carried out at silver, black, etc., and inner skin 3b of the reel band 3 is 
backed. Each three symbols 10 are observed at a time from each aperture prepared in 
the front panel 7 of a slot machine, respectively. Moreover, peripheral face 3a of the 
reel band 3 is illuminated by the light in which the lighting of a fluorescent lamp 9 was 
reflected with the reflecting plate. 

[0004] The lamp case 4 is formed in the interior of the reel drum 2 of the reel band 3 
in back, and three each part stores of this lamp case 4 are equipped with the back 
lamp 5, respectively. These back lamp 5 is mounted in the substrate 6, as shown in 
drawing 9 (b), and this substrate 6 is attached behind the lamp case 4. 
[0005] If the predetermined combination of each symbol 10 of three reels 1 gathers on 
winning-a-prize Rhine described in the front panel 7, winning a prize will occur, and 
each back lamp 5 is turned on and blinked. Moreover, although great success winning a 
prize was determined by the random-number lottery inside the machine of a slot 
machine, each back lamp 5 is blinked by inside in a predetermined mode per [ to which 
the predetermined combination of each symbol 10 does not gather on winning-a-prize 
Rhine ] interior, and omen information of the present game condition being inside per 
interior is carried out at a game person. 
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[0006] Three symbols 10 located in the anterior part of each back lamp 5 by lighting 
and flashing of each back lamp 5 among the symbols 10 drawn on the reel band 3 begin 
to be illuminated from behind. Under the present circumstances, by backing of inner 
skin 3b of the reel band 3, the lighting with the back lamp 5 penetrates only the part of 
the symbol 10 of the reel band 3, and a symbol 10 is projected on each aperture of a 
slot machine. 
[0007] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the above conventional reel 
type game machines, since the fluorescent lamp 9 which illuminates the dividend 
display panel 8 is made to serve a double purpose and the reel band 3 is illuminated, 
only the upper part of peripheral face 3b of the reel band 3 is illuminated. Therefore, 
when two or more slot machines were installed together with the slot corner of the 
inside of a shop of the dark lighting of the casino style, for example, as for the reel 
section of each slot machine, only the upper half was illuminated, and the reel band 3 
was not fully illuminated. 

[0008] Moreover, in the above conventional reel type game machines, the light source 
which illuminates the reel band 3 consists of a back lamp 5. and since the back lamp 5 
emits light to cyclic, as for the symbol 10 drawn on the reel band 3. a corner becomes 
dark. 

[0009] Moreover, the light source which illuminates the reel band 3 is constituted from 
the lamp house 5, the substrate 6 attached behind the lamp house 5. and the back 
lamp 5 mounted in the substrate 6 by the above conventional reel type game 
machines. Therefore, there were many components mark which constitute the light 
source which illuminates the reel band 3 from a conventional reel type game machine, 
and the tooth space which contains this light source was further needed behind the 
reel band 3. 

[0010] Moreover, the reel band 3 has the composition that only a symbol 10 shines 
with the back lamp 5. For this reason, production of the reel section in the time of 
winning a prize and omen information etc. is performed only when a symbol 10 is only 
illuminated by lighting and putting out lights of the back lamp 5. Moreover, the back 
lamp 5 has fixed luminescence brightness, and the brightness which illuminates a 
symbol 10 cannot be changed. That is, in the above conventional reel type game 
machines, the mode of the production of the reel section in the time of winning a prize 
and omen information etc. is restricted, and there was a field inferior to a production 
expression. 
[0011] 
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[Means for Solving the Problem] It was made in order that this invention might solve 
such a technical problem, and in the reel type game machine constituted by having the 
reel band with which various patterns were drawn, it is characterized by constituting 
the reel band considering an electroluminescence (it being described as Following EL) 
as a base material. For example, the bright film by which the symbol was printed, and 
this bright film consist of above-mentioned EL put on a transparent electrode, and a 
symbol is printed by the EL itself and a reel band is constituted. 

[001 2] Thus, if a reel band consists of EL, as for a reel band, the whole will emit light in 
itself Moreover, since the reel band itself constitutes the light source, in order to 
illuminate a reel band, the light source component of the former prepared apart from 
the reel band and its storage space become unnecessary. Moreover, if a symbol is 
printed by the EL itself and a reel band is constituted, own component part mark of a 
reel band will be reduced. 

[0013] Moreover, this invention is characterized by extracting the part corresponding 
to a symbol and the hole opening EL which the bright film equipped with the light 
source of the lamp and EL which illuminate a reel band from behind by which the 
symbol was printed piles up. 

[0014] With this configuration, the light by which outgoing radiation is carried out from 
the light source which illuminates a reel band from behind illuminates the symbol 
drawn on the bright film through the hole opened to EL. 

[0015] Moreover, it is characterized by being arranged at each pedestal of two or 
more symbols on which EL with which this invention constitutes the light source of 
the reel band back was divided into two or more sheets, and was drawn succeeding 
the reel band in back, respectively. 

[0016] The light source which illuminates a reel band is constituted from EL and a 

pedestal by arranging EL at a pedestal by this configuration. 

[0017] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Next, the 1st operation gestalt which applied the reel 
type game machine by this invention to the slot machine is explained. 
[0018] Drawing 1 is the perspective view of the slot machine 11 by this operation 
gestalt. The rotation reel unit which consists of three reels 13a, 13b, and 13c is built in 
behind the front panel 12 of the center of a transverse plane of a slot machine 11. 
Each [ these ] reels 13a-13c are carrying out the same configuration, and are 
observed from each aperture 1 4. 

[0019] drawing 2 (a) shows the configuration of a reel 13 — it is a fracture 
perspective view a part. The reel band 16 is stuck on the periphery of the reel drum 15, 
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and the reef 13 is constituted. This reel band 16 consists of a bright film 17, ELI 8, and 
laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair, as shown in the decomposition perspective view 
of drawing 3 (a). The bright film 17 makes the polycarbonate etc. the quality of the 
material, and the various symbols 20a. 20b. and 20c and — are printed. 
[0020] ELI 8 is having structure where the emitter layer was pinched between the 
rear-face metal electrode and the transparent electrode, and with this operation 
gestalt, polyester film is used for a transparent electrode and it is carrying out the 
shape of a film. Moreover, ELI 8 is constituted by distributed process input output 
equipment, the fluorescent substance which carries out white luminescence is 
distributed in a binder, and the emitter layer is formed. When alternating voltage is 
impressed between a rear-face metal electrode and a transparent electrode and 
electric field join an emitter layer, energy is given to the electron in an emitter layer 
and an electron moves from a ground state to an excitation state. Then, in case it 
moves to a ground state again, an electron emits the energy as a light and an emitter 
layer carries out white luminescence. The light which emitted light from the emitter 
layer is emitted outside through a transparent electrode. The luminescence brightness 
of ELI 8 is changeable with the magnitude of the alternating voltage to impress, or the 
value of the frequency. 

[0021] A bright film 17 puts on the transparent electrode of such ELI 8, these are 
inserted among the laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair, and the reel band 16 is 
constituted in the shape of [ of one sheet ] a film, as shown in this drawing (b). This 
drawing (c) is a sectional view which looked at each part article which fractured this 
drawing (b) by the c-c line, and was disassembled from the arrow mark direction. 
Thermal melting arrival of the perimeter was carried out mutually, and laminate films 
19a and 19b have sealed EL18 which the bright film 17 piled up. As shown in drawing 2 
(a), the reel band 16 constituted in this way in the shape of a film is wound around the 
periphery of the reel drum 15, and is made annular. 

[0022] The current supply line of ELI 8 is connected to the brush 32 through flexible 
flat wire harness 31, as shown in drawing 2 (b). When this brush 32 contacts 
medial-axis 24a of a motor 24, a power source is adopted by ELI 8 through medial-axis 
24a. 

[0023] If a medal is thrown into the input port 21 shown in drawing 1 by the game 
person and the start lever 22 is operated, the stepping motor 24 attached in the 
bracket 23 will drive, and each reels 13a-13c will rotate. Therefore, the symbol which 
moves to a high speed is observed by each aperture 14. If press actuation of the stop 
buttons 25a, 25b, and 25c is done by the game person, according to the actuation 
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timing, halt control of the reel drum 15 of each reels 13a, 13b, and 13c will be carried 
out. 

[0024] This halt control is performed while the rotation location of these reel drum 15 
is recognized by each phot sensor 26 attached in each bracket 23. Under the present 
circumstances, the phot sensor 26 detects that the shield 27 formed in the reel drum 
15 passes the phot sensor 26 with rotation of the reel drum 15. If the combination of a 
predetermined symbol is displayed on validation winning-a-prize Rhine 28 at the time 
of a halt of each reel drum 1 5, winning a prize will arise and the medal of the number of 
predetermined leaves will pay a saucer 30 out of the expenditure opening 29. 
[0025] In such a configuration, reel band 16 self emits light by ELI 8 which is the base 
material of the reel band 16 driving, and emitting light. Moreover, each symbol 20 
drawn on the bright film 17 begins to be illuminated from behind by this luminescence 
of ELI 8. It projects these three symbols 20 on each aperture 14 of a slot machine 1 1 
at a time, respectively. 

[0026] Moreover, as for ELI 8, luminescence brightness is changed according to a 
game condition. For example, although luminescence brightness is low stopped by the 
brightness of for example, 70 [cd/m2] extent at the time of a general game, at the 
time of great success winning a prize called a big bonus game, luminescence 
brightness is raised to for example, 100 [cd/m2] extent, and a game person's feeling is 
uplifted. Moreover, ELI 8 is made to carry out flashing luminescence according to a 
game condition. For example, although great success winning a prize has occurred by 
the random-number lottery inside a machine, each ELI 8 of each reel band 16 is made 
to carry out flashing luminescence in a predetermined mode per [ the deactivate 
indication of the predetermined symbol combination is not carried out by actuation of 
stop buttons 25a-25c on winning-a-prize Rhine 28 ] interior by inside, and omen 
information of the present game condition being inside per interior is carried out at a 
game person. 

[0027] With such this operation gestalt, as mentioned above, the reel band 16 is 
constituted considering ELI 8 as a base material, and not only the symbol 20 but whole 
reel band 16 itself emits light. For this reason, when two or more slot machines 11 are 
installed together with the inside of a shop darkly set up in the style of a casino, as for 
the reel section of each slot machine 11, the whole reel band 16 emits light. Therefore, 
unlike the old thing with which the upper half of the reel section is compared gloomily, 
the view of each slot machine 1 1 located in a line brews a gorgeous and high-class air 
by the reflected light of a fluorescent lamp. 

[0028] Moreover, according to this operation gestalt, the symbol 20 drawn on the 
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bright film 17 begins to be everywhere illuminated to all the corners by piled-up ELI 8. 
Therefore, unlike the case where it is the former to which the corner of a symbol 
becomes dark, a symbol 20 becomes legible with the back lamp which emits light to 
cyclic. For this reason, a game person stop-comes to be easy of the symbol 20 which 
eye push actuation of a stop button 25 becomes easy to carry out, and aimed at in a 
predetermined location. Here, it says that eye push actuation operates a stop button 
25 so that the specific symbol 20 may stop in the location where the game person 
chose at his own discretion and aimed at the migration timing of the symbol 20 which 
appears in an aperture 14. 

[0029] Drawing 4 is the development view of each reel bands 16a, 16b, and 16c in 
which the example of the symbol 20 drawn on each reel bands 16a, 16b, and 16c of 
each reels 13a, 13b, and 13c is shown. By this example, in order to make eye push 
actuation easy to carry out, the width of face of two specific symbols of the symbol 
"7" of a figure and the symbol "SHOT" of an English character is jutted out and 
drawn crosswise [ of the reel band 16 ] from the width of face of other symbols. 
Usually, although the symbol is drawn in this way on many slot machines in order to 
make eye push actuation easy to carry out. with this operation gestalt, since the 
overhang section of a specific symbol begins to be vividly illuminated by ELI 8, it 
becomes legible, and much more becomes easy to carry out eye push actuation. 
[0030] Moreover, according to this operation gestalt, since reel band 16 self 
constitutes the light source, in order to illuminate a reel band, the conventional light 
source components prepared apart from the reel band become unnecessary, and 
components mark are reduced. And the tooth space which contains such the light 
source behind the reel band 16 becomes unnecessary. Therefore, the reel section of a 
slot machine 1 1 is constituted simply, and is offered cheaply. 

[0031] Moreover, since the reel band 16 emits light by brightness which is different in 
the time of a general game and great success winning a prize, reel band 16 self is 
strongly appealable to a game person from the case of the former which illuminates a 
reel band by the back lamp and the fluorescent lamp. Moreover, since omen 
information is performed by the reel band 16 whole blinking unlike the case of the 
former by which a symbol part is blinked in the shape of a coma, the production 
display is performed dynamically. Moreover, unlike the conventional back lamp, 
brightness cannot decrease ELI 8 easily due to flashing luminescence, and there is 
little effect on a life. For this reason, even if it carries out flashing luminescence of 
ELI 8 frequently, there is almost no effect in that life. 

[0032] Moreover, although the case where the reel band 16 consisted of a bright film 
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17, ELI 8, and laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair was explained, the reel band 16 may 
consist of above-mentioned operation gestalten, as shown in drawing 5 . In addition, in 
this drawing, the same sign is given to the same part as drawing 3 , and the 
explanation is omitted. 

[0033] That is, as shown in the decomposition perspective view of drawing 5 (a), the 
reel band 16 is constituted from ELI 8 and laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair, it piles 
up in the shape of [ of one sheet ] a film, and these are constituted, as shown in this 
drawing (b). In this case, Symbols 20a, 20b. and 20c and — are directly printed by the 
transparent electrode front face of ELI 8. This drawing (c) is a sectional view which 
looked at each part article which fractured this drawing (b) by the c-c line, and was 
disassembled from the arrow mark direction. In this gestalt, the laminate films 19a and 
1 9b with which thermal melting arrival of the perimeter was carried out mutually have 
sealed only ELI 8. 

[0034] Thus, by a symbol's 20 being printed by EL18 the very thing, and constituting 
the reel band 16, the bright film 17 mentioned above becomes unnecessary, the 
component part mark of reel band 16 self are reduced, and the configuration of the 
reel section becomes simpler than the configuration mentioned above. 
[0035] Next, the 2nd operation gestalt which applied the reel type game machine by 
this invention to the slot machine is explained. 

[0036] Although the slot machine of the appearance configuration by this operation 
gestalt is the same as that of what is shown in drawing 1 , it differs from the 1st 
operation gestalt in that the reel 13 has composition shown in drawing 6 . In addition, 
in this drawing, the same sign is given to the same as that of drawing 2 . or a 
corresponding part, and the explanation is omitted. That is, the reel band 16 is stuck 
on the periphery of the reel drum 15, a reel 13 is constituted, and although this reel 
band 16 consists of a bright film 17, ELI 8. and laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair as 
shown in the decomposition perspective view of the reel band 16 of drawing 7 (a), to 
ELI 8, Holes 41a, 41b, and 41c and — are opening it. 

[0037] ELI 8 of the part corresponding to each symbols 20a, 20b, and 20c and — 
which were drawn on the bright film 17 in various colors is extracted, and each 
[ these ] holes 41a, 41b, and 41c and — are formed, this — extracting — it is carried 
out using a cutting die (BIKU) and each hole 41 is extracted by the configuration 
where the profile of each symbol 20 was met. A bright film 1 7 is put on the transparent 
electrode of ELI 8 in each symbols 20a, 20b, and 20c and the form where — attends 
each holes 41a. 41b, and 41c and — . And these bright films 17 and ELI 8 are inserted 
among the laminate films 19a and 19b of a pair, and as shown in this drawing (b). it is 
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constituted in the shape of [ of one sheet ] a film. 

[0038] This drawing (c) is a sectional view which looked at each part article which 
fractured this drawing (b) by the c-c line, and was disassembled from the arrow mark 
direction. Thermal melting arrival of the perimeter was carried out mutually, and 
laminate films 19a and 19b have sealed ELI 8 which the bright film 17 piled up. As 
shown in drawing 6 (a), the reel band 16 constituted in this way in the shape of a film 
is wound around the periphery of the reel drum 15, and is made annular. 
[0039] Moreover, the pedestal 42 is formed in the interior of the reel drum 15 of the 
reel band 16 in back, and EL 43a, 43b, and 43c divided into three sheets is stuck on 
the front face of this pedestal 42, The pedestal 42 makes ABS (acrylonitrile styrene 
butadiene rubber) resin etc. the quality of the material, and each EL 43a, 43b, and 43c 
of three sheets is arranged at each pedestal 42 of three symbols 20a, 20b, and 20c 
drawn succeeding the reel band 16 in back, respectively, as shown in this drawing (b). 
[0040] It is having the same structure as ELI 8. and is having structure where the 
emitter layer was pinched between the rear-face metal electrode and the transparent 
electrode, and polyester film is used for a transparent electrode and each [ these ] EL 
43a-43c is also carrying out the shape of a film. Moreover, each EL 43a-43c is 
constituted by distributed process input output equipment, the fluorescent substance 
which carries out white luminescence is distributed in a binder, and the emitter layer is 
formed. The luminescence principle is the same as that of ELI 8 mentioned above, and 
luminescence brightness can be changed with the magnitude of the alternating voltage 
to impress, or the value of the frequency. 

[0041] In such a configuration, since reel band 16 the very thing emits light when ELI 8 
which is the base material of the reel band 16 emits light, the same effectiveness as 
the 1 St operation gestalt mentioned above also in this 2nd operation gestalt is done so. 
[0042] Furthermore, with this 2nd operation gestalt, the light which each EL 43a-43c 
on a pedestal 42 drove, and came out illuminates the holes 41a, 41b, and 41c opened 
to ELI 8 of the reel band 16, the symbols 20a, 20b, and 20c drawn on the bright film 17 
through — , and — . Therefore, three symbols 20a, 20b, and 20c located in the anterior 
part of each EL 43a, 43b, and 43c among the symbols 20 drawn on the reel band 16 
begin to be illuminated from behind. With this lighting by each EL 43a-43c, every three 
symbols 20 project on each aperture 14 of a slot machine 11, respectively. 
[0043] That is, in addition to reel band 16 self emitting light, with this configuration, a 
symbol 20 begins to be illuminated by EL 43a-43c of the reel band 16 in back. For this 
reason, production of the reel section in the time of winning a prize and omen 
information etc. is performed in various modes by combining the luminescence mode 
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of the reel band 16, and the luminescence mode of a symbol 20. 
[0044] Under the present circumstances, since ELI 8 and EL 43a-43c can change that 
luminescence brightness, the mode which emits light by different brightness joins the 
mode which only switches on the light and puts out the light, and emits light at the reel 
band 16 and the luminescence mode of a symbol 20. Therefore, in addition to the 
luminescence pattern of two parts, production of the reel section can be performed to 
Oshi by changing the brightness pattern of each luminescence. 

[0045] Moreover, since a symbol 20 begins to be compared with homogeneity from 
behind and becomes legible, a game person stop-comes to be easy of the symbol 20 
which eye push actuation of a stop button 25 becomes easy to carry out, and was 
aimed at in a predetermined location with EL 43a-43c which carries out field 
luminescence like the 1st operation gestalt. 

[0046] Moreover, although the above-mentioned operation gestalt explained the light 
source which illuminates from behind the symbol 20 printed by the bright film 17 as EL 
43a-43c, it is good also as the light source which illuminates a symbol 20 for the back 
lamp 5 attached in the substrate 6 of the lamp house 4 back like the conventional reel 
1 shown in drawing 9 . 

[0047] However, the components mark of this light source are reduced by making EL 
43a-43c into the light source like the 2nd above-mentioned operation gestalt. That is, 
the light source which illuminates a symbol 20 consists of EL 43a-43c and a pedestal 
1 7 by arranging EL 43a-43c at a pedestal 42, and forming it. For this reason, the 
substrate 6 for attaching the back lamp 5 in a lamp house 4 which constituted the light 
source which illuminates the reel band 3 is not conventionally made into the need with 
this operation gestalt. For this reason, the component part mark of the light source 
are reduced and a configuration is simplified. 

[0048] Moreover, since EL 18a-18c is a field-like, a tooth space is not needed in the 
depth direction like the conventional back lamp 5, but it is contained to the small 
volume behind the reel band 16. 

[0049] Moreover, unlike the conventional back lamp, brightness cannot decrease EL 
43a-43c easily due to flashing luminescence, and there is little effect on a life. For this 
reason, even if it carries out flashing luminescence of EL 43a-43c frequently 
according to a game condition, there is almost no effect in that life. Therefore, the 
cycle of the parts replacement of the light source which illuminates a symbol 20 
becomes long as compared with the former, and the maintenance control of a slot 
machine 1 1 becomes easy. 

[0050] In addition, although each above-mentioned operation gestalt explained the 
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case where this invention was applied to a slot machine 11, this invention is applicable 
to the reel type game machine equipped with the rotation reel with game machines, 
such as a pachinko machine, a pinball game machine, and a smart bowl game machine, 
as well as each above-mentioned operation gestalt. And the effectiveness same also 
in this case as each above-mentioned operation gestalt is done so. 
[0051] Moreover, the configuration which begins to illuminate a hole according to the 
light source which was explained with the 2nd above-mentioned operation gestalt, and 
which made the hole in EL and was prepared back [ the ] is applicable to an electric 
car, the destination display of a bus, etc. In this case, while making in EL the hole 
which met the profile of a destination name and beginning to illuminate a destination 
name according to the light source, EL used as the base material of a destination plate 
is made to emit light, and the destination plate itself is made to emit light. 
[0052] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, according to this invention, a reel band 
consists of EL and, as for a reel band, the whole emits light in itself. For this reason, 
when two or more sets of game machines are installed together with the inside of a 
shop darkly set up in the style of a casino, an air with the whole gorgeous [ the view of 
each game base which the reel section of each game machine emitted light, and was 
located in a line ], and high-class is brewed. Moreover, since a symbol becomes legible, 
a game person stop-comes to be easy of the symbol which eye push actuation 
becomes easy to carry out, and aimed at in a predetermined location. 
[0053] Moreover, since the reel band itself constitutes the light source, in order to 
illuminate a reel band, the conventional light source components prepared apart from 
the reel band become unnecessary, and components mark are reduced. And the tooth 
space which contains this light source behind a reel band becomes unnecessary. 
Moreover, by a symbol's being printed by the EL itself and constituting a reel band, 
own component part mark of a reel band are reduced, and a configuration becomes 
simpler. 

[0054] Moreover, the light by which outgoing radiation is carried out from the light 
source which illuminates a reel band from behind illuminates the symbol drawn on the 
bright film through the hole opened to EL by extracting EL part corresponding to a 
symbol, and a hole's being able to open and constituting it. Therefore, in addition to 
the reel band itself emitting light, a symbol begins to be illuminated by the light source 
of the reel band back. For this reason, production of the reel section in the time of 
winning a prize and omen information etc. is performed in various modes by combining 
the luminescence mode of a reel band, and the luminescence mode of a symbol. Under 
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the present circumstances, since EL can change that luminescence brightness, the 
mode which emits light by different brightness joins the mode which only switches on 
the light and puts out the light, and emits light at the luminescence mode of a reel 
band. Therefore, the reel section is directed in still more various modes. 
[0055] Moreover, when it is divided into two or more sheets, and EL which constitutes 
the light source of the reel band back is arranged, respectively and is constituted by 
each pedestal of two or more symbols drawn succeeding the reel band in back, the 
light source which illuminates a reel band consists of EL and a pedestal. For this 
reason, the light source of the reel band back consists of small components mark, and, 
moreover, is contained by the small tooth space.
